POLISH FOOD RIOTS

After a long an d useful life, Dr. 
Edward Duncan died Monday night 
at 10:15 o’clock at his hom e on 
East State street. 
His passing came 
after a ten days’ illness with bron­ 
chial pneumonia, altho for a consid- 
eramble period he had been in weak­ 
ened health. 
Dr. Duncan carne to 
Jacksonville in 18 76 and was active­ 
ly engaged in th e practice of dentis­ 
try until 1907. 
At that tim e as a 
result of injuries sustained iby -a 
fall, he gave up active work and in 
the years following there w ere va­ 
rious periods of illness. 
(Born 
in 
B eaver 
county, 
Pa., 
August lo, 1838, Edward D uncan at­ 
tended the district schools th e re af­ 
ter the years of his childhood and 
subsequently was a student a t Beav­ 
er academy. 
W hen he had finished 
his course 
there for 
a period of 
twelve years he was engaged as a 
school teacher, 
serving 
in 
P enn­ 
sylvania, Indiana and Illinois. 
Served in W a r of Rebellion. 
Early in the w a r of Tfie Rebellion 
he heard the call to arm s and on 
August 9, 1862s, enlisted in Co. J, 
134th Pa. V olunteer infantry. With 
the Army of the Potomac he took 
part in the 
battles of 
A ntietam , 
Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville and 
Gettysburg. 
It w as given to him 
and members of his regim ent fol­ 
lowing the battle of Fredericksburg 
to endure great hardships, as for 
w'eeks the troops were w ithout tents 
or overcoats an d the w eather was 
bitterly cold. 
It was as a resu lt of 
exposure that he suffered an attack 
of typhoid pneum onia 
which later 
developed rheum atism 
and hernia, 
which bothered him all the rem ain­ 
ing days of his life. 
His long war­ 
time illness, as indicated, w as the 
result of exposure for with his com­ 
rades after sleeping many nighty un-1 
der the winter sky he waded thru j 
the cold waters of the Rappahannock 
and in his enfeebled condition he 
readily 'became a prey to disease. 
Dr. Duncan’s wra r record was notable 
in m any ways a n d at the battle of 
A ntietam he was one of four sur­ 
vivors of his company. 
A Pioneer in Dentistry. 
After the close of the w a r Dr. 
Duncan located 
in 
1868 a t Cerro 
Gordo, where 
he was 
engaged in 
teaching wrork. 
Subsequently he en­ 
tered upon the study of den tal sur­ 
gery, and in 1866 graduated from 
the Baltimore college of dental sur­ 
gery, the oldest 
institution of its 
kind In the IT. S. 
Almost im m edi­ 
ately after graduation he located in 
this city 
and in 
a comparatively 
short time had b u ilt up an extensive 
practice. 
He w as one of th e first 
dentists to use nitrous oxide anaes­ 
thesia in the extraction of teeth and 
he was also a pioneer In o th e r lines 
of dental practice. 
Dr. D uncan con­ 
tinued actively in practice for more 
than thirty years and his interest 
in dentistry did not cease even at 
the time of his retirem ent. 
Was U nusually successful 
The deceased 
was 
identified 
all 
th ru the years w ith Centenary M. E. 
church. 
He lon g served as class 
leader, was a trustee, a m em ber of 
the board of stew ards and served in 
other capacities in the c h u rch or­ 
ganization. 
He aided the services 
by his presence until within a few 
w-eeks of his going. 
As a m em ber of 
the school board Dr. Duncan was of 
real value to his constituents. 
H e 1 
was a man of stro n g ideas and ideals. 
He was willing to concede to others 
the right of opinion and w as like 
adam ant in th e maintenance of his 
own positions. 
W hen he had deter­ 
mined upon a course of right, noth­ 
ing could sw erve him from it, and 
this general steadfastness of char­ 
acter and spirit was m anifested in 
his public work. 
Altho a profession­ 
al man, Dr. D uncan was unusually 
successful In a business way. He had 
unusual vision an d acumen in busi­ 
ness affairs and for that reason his 
opinions were highly regarded and 
his counsel often sought. 
Au In dep en dent In Politics 
Dr. Duncan w as made a Mason at 
Cerro Gordo, 111., and subsequently 
took the chapter degrees at Cham­ 
paign. 
In politics in earlier years 
he was identified wMth the Republican 
party but stron g ideas on the tem­ 
perance question later led him to es­ 
pouse the cause of prohibition. 
He 
might, however, be termed an inde­ 
pendent in politics, for it w as his

measures that he believed to be best. 
The deceased was m arried March 
16, 1869. at Seym our, Iud., to Miss

(By B. S. Food A dm ins­ 
tration) 
Interesting Facts are Taken From 
Current Issue 
of 
The 
Prairie 
Farmer. 
Will you not put your name down 
as a member of the national Wheat 
Savers’ League? 
There is no card to 
sign and there are no dues to pay. 
But membership in the league will 
be an honor today and a pride 
in 
years to come. 
EVftry member 
has an agreement 
with himself, or it may be with some 
member of his family that he will 
save a bushel of wheat between now 
and next Hummer. 
He will do this 
by the faithful 
observance of the 
food administration’s wheatless days 
and wheatless meals, and by such 
other saving of wheat as his own in­ 
genuity will invent. 
Membership in the league will be 
graded according to the ingenuity 
the member uses in finding new ways 
of saving wheat. 
For this reason 
women are desired as members on 
account of their ability to make ap­ 
petizing menus. 
The league is an auxiliary of the 
army of the United States and of the 
armies of the Allies. 
The victory of 
these armies is partly dependent on 
the service and devotion of the mem­ 
bers of the Wheat Saver’s League. 
The purpose of the league lies in 
the fact that the United States must 
send to the European Allies 90,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat above our nor­ 
mal export during the present sea­ 
son. 
There is only one place for the 
wheat to come from and that is the 
consumers in the United States. 
In 
order that this amount may be ship­ 
ped, every 
citizen 
of the country 
must save from one-quarter to one- 
third of his normal consumption of 
wheat. 
There will be no meetings of the 
Wheat Savers’ League. 
No officers’ 
will be elected. 
You will not even

t of the Mound Woman's Club. 
Some 
of the facts are familiar to local 
lt people but I he article has special 
interest (because it represents the 
5 view of an “outsider” on one of the 
useful 
woman’s 
organizations 
of 
this county. 
a 
Running about three miles south­ 
west of Jacksonville, IU., is a range 
I of 
hills commonly referred to Sr, 
) Morgan county as “The Mound.” It 
is from them that a very interesting 
and nesful 
women’s 
organization 
! gets its name. 
Until three years 
ago most of the women in this Heigh­ 
th borhood. which is just adjacent to 
Jacksonville and particularly subject 
to the influences of city life, had the 
j majority of their friends in town 
and 
were 
relatively unacquainted 
with their next door neighbors 
Taking note of this fact and its 
incongruity, 
one of these women, 
Mrs. W. S. Jones, called a group of 
the Mound neighborhood women to­ 
gether and 
organized 
the Mound 
Women’s Country Club. 
Then for 
a time she withdrew entirelv from 
the activities of th o -club, for she 
did not wish it to be undent md 
that she was seeking personal ends 
thru it and because she wanted ro 
«ee the club work out Its own devel­ 
opment . 
The club bas accomplished what 
its organizer had hoped it would— 
and more. 
About a tear after its 
organization a roll call whs had at 
one of the 
monthly 
meetings in 
which each member responded -by 
telling what 
the Mound 
Women’s 
Country Club had meant to her. The 
gist of their responses was that the 
club had 
shown them 
what good 
neighbors they had In the country. 
Tho the fundamental purpose of 
the club has been to promote the 
social life of the community, it has 
also been worth while from an edu­ 
cational viewpoint and from the op­ 
portunity it has given the women to 
take a more active part in neighbor­ 
hood affairs. 
Monthly meetings are 
held, at which the members read 
papers on and discuss questions of 
special interest to them. These meet­ 
ings take place in the afternoon at 
the homes of the members. Refresh­ 
ments are served >!>ut are limited to 
three articles. 
This is done to pro­ 
hibit possible rivalry in the matte! 
of refreshments 
and to emphasize 
the 
purposes of the organization, 
which are social and cultural and 
not epicurean. 
Once a year an open meeting is 
held to 
which each 
member 
is 
privileged to -bring five guests. 
For 
these meetings an outside speaker is 
obtained. 
Supt. Francis G. Blair 
spoke at the open meeting in 1915. 
Last year 
Frank Mann 
was the 
speaker, and well do the women - 
and their husbands— remember toe 
occasion. 
No one had told Mr. Mann 
how long he should speak and, hav­ 
ing a nearly inexhaustible subject 
and a keenly Interested audience, he 
spoke for three hours, till he him­ 
self got hungry. 
It was after six 
o’clock when he finished, so late that 
the women had to leave without hav­ 
ing their refreshments in order to 
get tardy 
suppers 
for 
the men 
folks. 
The membership list of the Mound 
Women’s Country Club is limited to 
•SO. all of whom must live in a cer­ 
tain designated territory, which is 
eight miles square. 
The member­ 
ships fee is one dollar a year. 
A 
tenth of all the funds collected by 
the club is devoted to charity 
in 
just what manner being decided by 
vote or the members. 
In this and 
in other ways the Mound Women’s 
Country Club is working along Hues 
not commonly followed ‘by women’s 
organizations. 
Nevertheless it is ac­ 
complishing a great deal for a neigh­ 
borhood too close to a city to have 
a good social life of its own without 
the club.

The potato marketing situation at 
this moment appears to be serious 
according to a statement just issued 
by the U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The total production in 1917 
is estimated to have been 442,536,- 
I OOO bushels, or the largest crop ever 
! produced in the United States. Not­ 
withstanding this fact, prices from 
the time of digging to the present 
have ruled higher than in any pre­ 
vious year of which we have record 
with the exception of last year when 
the crop was abnormally short. 
The Department 
of 
Agriculture 
has 'been able to compute the move­ 
m ent of th6 present crop with more 
accuracy than has ever been possible 
before and from all the information 
available it appears that not more 
than 
one-third of the 
marketable 
surplus of the crop of 1917 has been 
moved up to December 31. 
In other 
words, There remained to be moved 
upon January I 
.two cars of the 
crop of 1917 for every car marketed 
up to that time. 
The movement 
since January I has not been notice­ 
ably accelerated. 
The present re­ 
serve stocks are so widely distri­ 
buted that the transporation pro­ 
blem s do not 
appear to be acute. 
Generally speaking, more potatoes 
could be moved if offered for ship­ 
ment. 
+ 
The situation demands enlighten­ 
ed, patriotic and vigorous action on 
the part of all concerned in the 
movement of this crop. Unless large 
dealers promptly move the stocks on 
hand in order to speed up distribu­ 
tion and bring the large reserve still 
on the farms into the channels of 
trade, heavy wastage of the crop ap­ 
pears certain to result later in the 
season. 
It is believed that dealers 
will in the end find it wiser to move 
present holdings without profit or 
even at some loss rather than to 
risk destructive wastage later in the 
season. 
At the same time, present 
retail prices must be somewhat re­ 
duced if potato consumption is to 
be stimulated as it should be. 
Prices at point of production have 
generally declined since digging be­ 
gan and many dealers are reputed 
to hold large stocks purchased at 
prices higher than those now pre­ 
vailing. 
This may account in some 
measure for the present slow late of 
movement out of some of the heavi­ 
est producing areas and for the ab­ 
normally wide 
difference between 
present wholesale pr*r >s to the grow­ 
er and retail prices 
the consum­ 
er. 
Under existing 
and prospective 
conditions no material quantity of 
potatoes can be exported or convert­ 
ed into non-perishable products this 
season 
The crop can not he carried 
over. It must be consumed or wast­ 
ed. 
The food situation thruout the 
world demands that it be consumed 
effectively to relieve 
the existing 
strain on the supply of cereals. 
It 
is the one great food resource of 
the world upon which there is now 
danger of a heavy loss and the de­ 
partment is of the opinion that the 
situation demands that farmers sell 
freely: that the large dealers move 
their stocks rapidly; and that the 
retailer content 
himself 
with the 
smallest possible margin of profit, 
realizing that he is now the most 
important factor in speeding up po­ 
tato consumption.

county as the state seed corn admin­ 
istrator. 
Mr. Eekhardt has been for 
the past 5*4 years the county adviser 
in DeKalb county and has made a 
splendid record there.

culture work in this state and in his 
present position has handled a num­ 
ber of difficult seed corn situations 
with success.

In ordinary days of social unrest, 
when people of all classes are bend­ 
ing their efforts to wards the im­ 
provement of public

“W hat can I do that w ill satisfy the 
desire I have to contribute something 
worth while to the real work of the 
world?” 
We of the nursing profession have 
no hesitation in saying to you. “We 
can offer you a profession that in 
rapidly increasing breadth and va­ 
riety of opportunity in possibilities 
of service, and in vital h u m a n inter­ 
est offers larger returns to the edu­ 
cated woman than alm ost any other 
profession or vocation open to wo- 
men.” 
In these days of national crisis, 
when every woman as well as ev­ 
ery man must do the thing that is 
most needed, we say to educated wo­ 
men, 
“ Come into the schools for 
nurses now where you can serve your 
country while you are training, by 
helping to care for the sick in the 
hospitals at home, th u s releasing 
larger numbers of trained women to 
care for our men at the front and at j 
the end of your training you will be 
equipped to take your place among 
the trained women who will be need­ 
ed in large numbers to do the wrork 
of reconstruction after this war is 
over. 
How much better this than to 
be content with short and superficial 
courses in First 
Aid 
an d 
Home 
Care of the Sick, which only intend­ 
ed to fit you to help care for the 
sick in your own homes and in no­ 
wise prepare you for this trained ser­ 
vice w'hich your country will so sore­ 
ly need in the future. 
The following suggestions are of­ 
fered which hmay be of practical use 
to the young women who contem­ 
plates entering a school of nursing. 
Subjects, some of which may he 
taken in school or college, which will 
prove of value are Biology (espec­ 
ially Human Anatomy au d Physiol­ 
ogy) Bacteriology, Hygiene, Physics, 
Chemistry. Household Science, So­ 
cial Sciences 
(Psychology, 
Sociol­ 
ogy, Ethics, Economics and Civics.) 
English and History are of course es­ 
sential. 
In many schools credit will 
be given for this work, previously 
taken, and this valuable time may 
be saved.
